We  are  planning  to  have  our  regular  August  meeting  on  the  fourth  Tuesday,  the  25th,  in  the 
evening.  Probably  at  Town  Hall,  but  that’s  not  confirmed  yet. 


Clearly  we  will  discuss  the  Gold  King,  and  we  would  like  to  focus  on  what  are  the  next  steps 
with  regard  to  that  mine.  You  might  want  to  pick  up  the  latest  Silverton  Standard.  Lots  of  good 
info  in  it. 


In  addition,  Sunnyside  Gold  has  been  doing  a lot  of  investigative  work  around  the  Mayflower 
tailings  ponds,  EPA  has  been  investigating  the  Animas  above  Howardsville,  although  they  may 
not  have  much  to  report  (they’ve  been  busy),  there  has  been  work  towards  installing  the 
bulkhead  in  the  Red  & Bonita,  and  the  Bullion  King  project  is  nearing  completion. 
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We  also  want  updates  on  Good  Samaritan  legislation  and  want  a discussion  on  upcoming  Water 
Quality  Control  Commission  hearings. 


There  is  a lot  to  cover,  and  we  may  not  get  to  it  all.  We  will  sent  out  an  agenda  next  week.
